made great increase in every depart- 
ment, and after two years of progress 
in Sweetwater, he moved to Sevierville, 
where he pastored our church for five 
months and also attended our Church 
of God Bible School for one year. The 
Sevierville Church had an increase of 
fifteen in membership while he was 
there. Brother Roberson then was as- 
signed the church at Soddy where he 
is now pastor and has faithfully 
served four years. 

Just recently I had the honor of 
preaching the dedicatory message in 
their new church. It is one of the best 
built churches in our entire move- 


ment. A contractor estimated the cost 
of the building between $50,000 and 
$60,000. But by the united efforts of 
the fine members of the Soddy Church 
with their pastor, the brick church, 
50x70 feet, with a 14x38-foot vestibule 
and eight Sunday School rooms, nur- 
sery and new pews, was built for less 
than $27,000. 

The church has also grown spirit- 
ually. The membership has increased 
from 146 to 197; Sunday School from 
123 to 251; tithes from $275.18 a 
month to $575. 

We certainly commend the splendid 
work that is being carried on in Soddy.

THE P. F.N.A.’s THIRD BIRTHDAY 


On October 3, 7:30 p. m., ministers and members of 
various Pentecostal organizations of like precious faith, 
rom practically every state in the United States, Canada, 
nd other foreign countries, assembled in the Ellis Munic- 
pal Auditorium in Memphis, Tenn., for the third annual 
convention of the Pentecostal Fellowship of North America. 
The first service was dedicated to the youth, with 
Don Mallough, National C. A. Secretary, in charge. A 
number of national youth directors, including our own 
National Youth Director—Lewis J. Willis—were on the 
platform with the youthful choir and special singers and 
musicians. The speaker for the evening was Rev. Ralph 
Hornby, of London, Ontario, Canada. His text, “Then 
the fire of the Lord fell,” 1 Kings 18:38, as well as his 
sermon, was indeed very inspiring, challenging, and in- 
structive. 

The first service on Wednesday morning, the 4th, was 
at 9:30, and the devotionals were conducted by Rev. 
Wilson. Following his good message, the P. F.N.A.’s presi- 
dent, Rev. John C. Jernigan, of Roanoke, Va., called the 
convention to order in its first business session, after 
which he delivered his annual address. The speaker for 
the afternoon services was none other than Rev. Earl 
P. Paulk, state overseer of the Churches of God in 
North Carolina. His subject was “The Doctrine of the 
Holy Ghost as Taught in the Word of God,” and, of 
course, it goes without saying, especially with you who 
are acquainted with Brother Paulk’s preaching, he de- 
livered the message in a dynamic, convincing, inspiring 
manner in his own masterly style. 

5» The speaker for the Wednesday evening service was a 

minister known by the Pentecostals everywhere as a 
great preacher, Bishop J. A. Synan, of the Pentecostal 
Holiness Church. The Thursday morning devotions were 
conducted by Rev. W. R. Steelburg, General Superintendent 
of the Assemblies of God, and his ardent, heart-warming 
message certainly started us off for a good day. 

The election of officers in the business session following 
the devotion was done in the spirit of unanimity and 
harmony. Bishop J. A. Synan was elected president; R. O. 
Dunbar, first vice-president; J. Roswell Flower, second 
vice-president; Houston R. Morehead, General Secretary 
and Treasurer of the Church of God, was elected secretary; 
and E. J. Fulton, treasurer. A detailed report of the con- 
vention will be given at a later date. Rev. Frank Smith, 
of the Church of the Open Bible, was the afternoon speak- 
er; and Evangelist Gayle Jackson, of the Assemblies of 
God, delivered the closing message Thursday night. 

The convention was attended well, considering the 
limited publicity it was given. Definite plans have been 
made to assure the next Pentecostal Fellowship of North 
America convention broader publicity; therefore, it is 
expected that it will be better attended. I am sure, how- 
ever, that I express the sentiment of all who attended 
and had anything to do with the P.F.N.A., when I say 
that its purposes, plans, and intentions are noble, worth- 
while, and deserving of all the support the Pentecostals, 
both of the ministry and laity, can give to it. 


A PRESENT-DAY GOOD SAMARITAN 


Although the Bible gives much and great instruction 
as to what our responsibility is to our neighbor, along 
with the commandment “Thou shalt love thy neighbor 
as thyself,” there is no other chapter in which we find 
this so explicitly taught as in the tenth chapter of Luke. 
That lesson of the good Samaritan’s kind treatment of 
the man who fell at the hands of thieves was not given 
@: to show what that man’s duty was and his prompt- 

mess in doing it, but to show all Christendom what its 
standing duty is toward its fellow man. Yet, is it not a 
fact that this great lesson is considered too lightly and, 
in fact, considered merely as a story that fills up so 
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much space in the Bible? This is not saying, however, that 
there are not hundreds of thousands of ministers and 
laymen who not only recognize their duty to show the 
good Samaritan, neighborly attitude toward their fellow 
man, but who do it. In this relation, perhaps the minis- 
ters get more credit than the laymen. 

I should like to call your attention, in this editorial, 
however, to one of the thousands of laymen who have 
proved to be good Samaritans. This good Samaritan is 
none other than Captain Eddie Rickenbacker. You re- 
member about him, I am sure. During World War I, due 
to his accomplishments as an aviator, he was awarded 
the Congressional Medal of Honor. You remember read- 
ing, also, about his plane crash on Oct. 21, 1942, in the 
sea north of Samoa. He and his men were stranded 
and left adrift on a rubber raft for twenty-three days 
before being rescued. During those twenty-three days, 
they buried one of their buddies at sea. They read the 
Testament; they prayed together; they prayed for rain 
that they might have water to drink—it was given. They 
were starving to death, and they prayed. A bird lit on 
one of the crew; they caught it and ate it raw. Finally, 
the moment of rescue came, and they were saved from 
the sea. Captain Eddie Rickenbacker was saved to serve, 
to serve as a good neighbor, and this he is doing, not 
only as president of the Eastern Airlines, but with the 
the Eastern Air Lines. His motto, as president of the 
Eastern Air Lines, is, “If it will help a human being, do 
it.” Therefore, his planes dash from one part of the 
country to another, speeding transportation of human 
eyes for use in operations that enable the blind to see, 
and finding watermelons in midwinter for treatment 
of gravely ill children. Eye surgeons estimate that at least 
10,000 Americans, or one out of twenty-five of all the blind 
people in the land, probably could be made to see again 
through cornea surgery; that is, replacing the damaged 
cornea which has made an eye sightless, with corneal 
tissue from a normal eye. Captain Rickenbacker’s team- 
work with the Eye Bank for Sight Restoration in New 
York City, means that eyes no longer needed by one 
person today are giving sight to others, because the eye 
tissue reaches the eye bank in forty-eight hours. 

There are many other things besides the delivery of 
corneal tissue for sightless eyes and finding watermelons 
in midwinter for treatment of children. First, Eastern 
Air Lines offers its facilities to transporting blood, and 
is ready to step into any emergency situation. The Texas 
City, Texas, disastrous explosion a few years ago is an 
illustration. A plane was halted at Houston and flew 
urgently needed nurses and doctors to the city. Another 
humanitarian thing his planes do is to give, free of charge, 
an arranged trip for crippled children anywhere in the 
United States. Fifty such trips have already been made. 
Also, on the “human” side is Captain Rickenbacker’s in- 
terest in veterans who sustained a physical handicap 
during their service in World War I and II. He made many 
speeches over the country, insisting that employers em- 
ploy disabled veterans. Placements in his company have 
won citations for outstanding service. His plans now are 
to expand his program so as to —~ in the rehabilitation 
of the physically handicapped soldiers returning from 
Korea. This great man’s generosity has also been shown to 
our youth at home, especially the Boy Scouts, in many 
ways. 

In the face of all the kind deeds Captain Rickenbacker 
has done as a good Samaritan and good neighbor, sep- 
arate from business, his company, for the = fifteen 
years, has operated at a profit. And who could envy this 
prosperity, or wish for him less, in the light of the hu- 
manitarian service he has been rendering along with his 
courteous passenger service? And further, —- the 
foundation reason for all these kind deeds that Captain 
Rickenbacker is doing with the company is the fact that 
he is a a man. All Eastern planes, it is said, carry 
aboard a Bible. In all of these things, I am sure, church 
laymen will agree that Captain Eddie Rickenbacker has 
set for them a challenging example of what actually con- 
stitutes a good Samaritan, and to all it seems reasonable 
to say that his conduct spells out in plain words the 
motto “Saved to serve.”

Long was I 
asleep; long did I think myself a 
Christian, when I knew nothing of 
the Lord Jesus. I used to pray nine 
times a day. I used to receive the 
sacrament every Lord’s Day; yet. I 
knew nothing of Christ in my heart. 
I was not a new creature in Christ. 
I had not been born again. Oh, awake, 
ye church professors who have a 
name to live; arouse ye from a false 
security! You may, perhaps, have 
honest and outwardly moral lives, 
but if you depend on that morality, 
or join your works with your faith in 
order to justify you before God, you 
are by this making yourselves your 
own saviour. 

Some may be beginning to think 
they have been building on a false 
foundation. Perhaps the devil may 
strike in and bid you despair of ever 
being saved. But fear not, there is a 
Saviour for sinners. It was for sin- 
ners that Jesus came. “This is a faith- 
ful saying, and worthy of all accep- 
tation, that Christ Jesus came into 
the world to save sinners; of whom 
I am chief,” 1 Tim. 1:15. And if 
you are yourself the chief of sinners, 
verily Jesus Christ came into the 
world to save you. We are told that 
when Joseph was called out of that 
prison house to Pharaoh’s court, he 
stayed some Aime to prepare himself. 
But do cofhe with all your prison 
clothes abaut you; come, poor and 
miserable andblind, as you are, and 
God will receive you with open arms. 
Let there be joy in heaven over some 
of you believing. Let me not go back 
to my Master and say, “Lord, they 
will not believe my report.” 

ben should I despair of any? I can 
despair of no one, when I consider 
that Jesus Christ has had mercy on 
such a wretch as I am. He saw me in 
my blindness. He passed by me and 
said to me, “Live.” And the same grace 
which has saved me is ready to 
save you, also, if you will believe in 
Jesus Christ, whom God has sent. 
Look up by faith and see Him whom 
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your sins have pierced! Behold Him 
bleeding, dying! Behold Him with 
arms stretched out ready to receive 
you! Only believe, and Jesus Christ 
will be your salvation. 

But, it may be asked, can any who 
are in this church yard, born in a 
reformed country, be unbelievers? Do 
not mistake historical belief for a true 
faith in the heart. Merely to believe 
that there was such a person as Jesus 
Christ and such a book as the Bible 
is not faith any more than to believe 
there was a Caesar or an Alexander 
the Great. Faith lays hold on Jesus 
Christ for personal salvation. It says, 
“My Saviour, my Lord, and my God.” 
It believes God’s record; it receives 
His Word, even if reason and all else 
is contrary to it. This is the faith that 
brings the soul to God: “Therefore 
being justified by faith, we have peace 
with God through our Lord Jesus 
Christ,” Rom. 5:1.—George Whitefield, 
in God’s Revivalist and Bible Advocate.

Some Things to Think About . 


FOUR TIMES MORE SPENT FOR 
TOBACCO THAN RELIGION 


NASHVILLE, Tenn.—The average American, 
smoker and nonsmoker alike, spent $28 for 
smoking tobacco in 1948. This average Amer- 
ican smoker spent $62. 

Such is the revelation of C. Aubry Hearn, 
of Nashville, in his new booklet ““‘What About 
Smoking?” 

(The average American in 1948 contributed 
only $6 to all religious causes, and the average 
American church member contributed only 
$24 to all religious causes, according to United 
Stewardship Councils statistics.) 

The publication by Hearn also reveals that 
the smoking habit has so conquered the Amer- 
ican people that the sale of cigarettes has 
doubled since 1939, and is 130 times that of 


1914. 

In fact, Hearn’s figures reveal: In 1914 there 
were 3 billion cigarettes manufactured in the 

United States, but in 1918 this figure had 
jumped to 46 billion; by 1828 the number had 
increased to 106 billion. In 1935 the number 
had reached 140 billion; in 1940, 186 billion; 
in 1945, 332 billion; and in 1948, 388 billion. 

The average American smoker consumes 17 
cigarettes a day. This amounts to an individual 
expenditure of $62 a year—which sum, with 
interest, would reach almost $750 in 10 years.

God is blessing; the church progress- 
ing; the devil releasing; heaven re- 
joicing! Thirty-two were baptized in 
the city of Tailfingen, and 60 at Kreh- 
winkel. A new church was organized 
with 49 members. 

Revivals and the Bible School are 
working hand in hand for the sal- 
vation of the lost. Young men ‘and 
women are finding God in the reviv- 
als, receiving training in Bible School, 
and going out starting more revivals 
to get more workers to take training 
to carry on more revival campaigns. 
Rev. Robert R. Seyda, the president of 
the school, is doing a great work. The 
Bible School is better in every way. 
God is blessing and more ministers are 
coming for training. 

In waters shallow and in waters 
deep new converts are buried with Him 
in baptism. Brothers Seyda and Laus- 
ter make a great team, working won- 
derfully well together. 

BACKNANG: While a good revival 
was in progress at Backnang, the tent 
became too small. Therefore, a barrack 
was bought for $300, which doubled 
the seating capacity and made a good 
movable tabernacle, with three rooms 
in the rear for the minister’s living 
quarters.

Here after 
a good revival they organized a new 
church with 49 members; 32 were bap- 
tized in water, 25 sanctified, and 
fifteen filled with the Holy Ghost. 
There are several more there now 
ready to be baptized and added to the 
church. (The group is shown in 
second picture from top on right.) 
Tailfingen is close to Burg Hohenzol- 















lern (see picture at bottom). This 
castle is over 2,600 feet above sea 
level, with an enchanting view of 
all the surrounding mountain scen- 
ery. This is known as the “House of 
the Hohenzollern,” where for cen- 
turies the German Kaisers, the Cae- 
sars of Germany, lived. You remember 
Kaiser Wilhelm II. This was his castle, 
also. The Crown Prince still lives there. 
The Kaisers long ago were forced to 
release their efforts to conquer the 
whole world. I think it is significant 
that now, only a few miles from this 
mountain castle, a Church of God re- 
vival is in progress, and definite plans 
are under way for a permanent 
church. A brother gave to the church 
a lot for which he refused $2,000. The 
brethren declare we will start a church 
building in the spring, the Lord will- 
ing. 

EBINGEN is near Tailfingen, 
“Where,” Brother Lauster writes, “I’m 
going night after night to start a re- 
vival to call out a people for His 
name.” This is a new territory about 
40 miles from the German-Swiss bor- 


der at the “Bodenese,” a large, beau- 
tiful lake that forms part of the 
boundary between the countries. 
DENKENDORF: Here the _ whole 
church is working. The Young le’s 
Endeavor loaned its money ( ) to 
Brother Lauster to start the church 
building there. The Y. P. E. had saved 
this money to buy a bus so the group 
could attend and help in the revivals 
in the neighboring towns. In Germany, 
when a revival is anywhere near, the 
Christian young people come for miles 
around. They go right up to the front 
without being asked the second time. 
They do all they can in making music, 
singing, and testifying, and God rich- 
ly blesses them. The bus they had 
planned to buy costs $2,000. Putting 
it in Brother Lauster’s words: “So, be- 
cause this was not enough to buy a 
bus, we used it to start this new church 
building at Denkendorf. I did this in 
agreement with our young people, to 
make this money useful, till we have 
more to buy the small German bus, 
which costs $2,000. I DID IT, ALSO,

“So,” 
he writes, “you see, I’m in a tight 
place, but I trust God and our big 
brothers over the ocean who are go- 
ing to help us further.” 
WINNENDEN: In the revival at Win- 
nenden a railroad engineer was glo- 
riously converted. His daughter had 
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married a Lutheran pastor who at first 
was very much against his father-in- 
law attending the Pentecostal church, 
but immediately he saw what a won- 
derful change had been made in the 
engineer, so he began to investigate. 
He visited Brother and Sister Lauster’s 
home and discussed religion at length. 
After attending the church services 
several times, he went again to the 
home, and they talked and prayed 
nearly all day. Well, now the Lutheran 
pastor is earnestly praying for the 
baptism of the Holy Ghost. Pray that 
God will answer their prayers soon. 

DEVIL IS BUSY: There is no need to 
ask if the devil tries to defeat the work 
of God. Current rumors in certain 
places in Western Germany are that 
the Communists are saying that as 
soon as they are in power they will 
hang the Lausters on the gallows, 
meaning, however, the Church of God 
people, for many refer to the Church 
people as “the Lausters.” 

Recently Sister Lauster, although 
many miles away, was suddenly awak- 
ened and, sensing that Brother Lauster 
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was in trouble, earnestly prayed for 
him. Little did she know that after the 
night service that same night, a band 
of men outside the tent, led by a tobac- 
co salesman, had surrounded Broth- 
er Lauster. Becoming more and more 
enraged, they were about to take him, 
when a woman pushed her way 
through the circle and grabbed hold 
of Brother Lauster, and by pulling him 
away and pushing him into her car 
rescued him. Later, after learning that 
these evil men had planned to kill him, 
he realized this woman was sent as 
an angel of mercy to rescue him. 

WORKING TOGETHER: Again let 
me give you the words of Brother 
Lauster: “Brother Seyda is at present 
time engaged with another Bible 
School. . . . We have sweet fellowship 
together and work hand in hand.

So the Lord 
has been wonderfull¥ with us, and we 
have tried to work together, each in 
his place as God has called us and are 
loving one another.” 

May I plead with some of you pas- 
tors in the United States to take up 
with your church this worthy work 
in Germany. Go beyond the line of 
your duty (your budget). Soldiers re- 
ceive the medals of honor for going 
beyond the line of duty. Be .a brave 
soldier. All funds designated for the 
mission fields are being sent immedi- 
ately as requested.

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« Good Shepherds

In the ministry of Jesus while on 
earth, we so often find Him taking 
natural things of life to reveal the 
hidden mysteries of God, such as say- 
ing, “I am the good shepherd,” John 


( 10:14. In this He associated Himself 


with the roughest, toughest kind of a 
life, in which one faced many heart- 
aches, hardships, and lonely, forsaken 
hours. The life of a shepherd was 
neither popular nor desirable, but one 
which required much careful watching 
through the night as well as through 
the day. Therefore, it entailed great 
responsibility. So it is with the shep- 
herds of God’s flocks. Acts 20:28 reads, 
“Take heed therefore unto yourselves, 
and to all the flock, over the which 
the Holy Ghost hath made you over- 
seers, to feed the church of God, which 
he hath purchased with his own 
blood.” Then, the greatest care and 
preparation should be taken in feed- 
ing the flock. In Heb. 13:17, we read, 
“Obey them that have the rule over 
you, and submit yourselves: for they 
watch for your souls, as they that 
must give account, that they may do 
it with joy, and not with grief: for 
that is unprofitable for you.” Were 
not the faithful shepherds watching 
their flocks by night when there 
appeared the angel bringing the mes- 
sage of the Saviour? (Luke 2:8, 9.) 
There, also, will be thousands of shep- 
herds wide awake to welcome His sec- 
ond coming. Yet, I am persuaded to 
believe that there will be many who 
will be like the ones spoken of in 
Jer. 23:22, “But if they had stood in 
my counsel, and had caused my people 
to hear my words, then they should 
have turned them from their evil way, 
and from the evil of their doings.” 
That is, they could have helped to 
save lost souls if they had stood for 
the right. What will be the verdict at 
the judgment for a shepherd’s failure? 

There is also the hireling to think 
of, as in John 10:12, “But he that is 
an hireling, and not the shepherd, 
whose own the sheep are not, seeth 
the wolf coming, and leaveth the 
sheep, and fleeth: and the wolf catch- 
eth them, and scattereth the sheep.” 
The hireling fleeth because he is an 
hireling and careth not for the sheep. 
A good shepherd can’t afford to run 
when he sees the wolf coming, but 
must stand steadfast and shoot him 
with the Word of God. Don’t sneak 
off and give the wolf (devil) a chance 
to hide among the =. for among 
God’s children is where he is striving 
to work (Acts 20:30). 

No doubt, some will say, “I know the 
devil.” Well, it is good to remember 
that there are wolves in sheep’s 
clothing, too. Matt. 7:15, “Beware of 
false prophets, which come to you in 
sheep’s clothing, but inwardly they are 

vening wolves.” The devil does not 
come with horns and pitchfork, as 
some think, but as an angel of light, 
carrying the Bible and quoting scrip- 
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ture, but generally putting the wrong 
interpretation on it. “And no marvel; 
for Satan himself is transformed into 
an angel of light,” 2 Cor. 11:14. This is 
why there are so many so-called 
Christians who say we must sin a little 
every day. 

The main goal in a good shepherd’s 


life is to gather in the lost, protect . 


his flock, and feed them food that will 
make them grow; not kill their appe- 
tites by gorging them on the same old 
thing, but prepare the food on a well- 
balanced scale so they will grow 
strong, healthy, and happy, and always 
be hungry for the next meal. Simon 
Peter wrote, “Feed the flock of God 
which is among you, taking the over- 
sight thereof, not by constraint, but 
willingly; not for filthy lucre, but of 
a ready mind,” 1 Peter 5:2. Some say, 
“I am afraid I shall kill a lamb.” If 
God has given the message, then what 
is there to be afraid of? Do you not 
think He knows how to feed the old 
and the young? Neither will He injure 
one feeding the other. The Word 
preached in love always helps every- 
body. Isaiah (40:11) prophesied, “He 
shall feed his flock like a shepherd: 
he shall gather the lambs with his 
arm, and carry them in his bosom, and 
shall gently lead those that are with 
young.” This, of course, is a proph- 
ecy of the coming of Jesus, but is He 
not our Example? 

In 1 Tim. 3:5, we read, “(For if a 
man know not how to rule his own 
house, how shall he take care of the 
church of God?)” Is this not a ques- 
tion to think about? Paul said in Phil. 
1:15, “Some indeed preach Christ even 
of envy and strife; and some also of 
good will.” In some cases I am afraid 
there is more thought about what the 
sheep bring in than is thought about 
what is fed them. Ezek. 34:2-4, “Son 
of man, prophesy against the shep- 
herds of Israel, Lads ea and say 
unto them, Thus saith the Lord God 
unto the shepherds; Woe be to the 
shepherds of Israel that do feed them- 
selves! should not the shepherds feed 
the flocks? Ye eat the fat, and ye 
clothe you with the wool, ye kill them 
that are fed: but ye feed not the 
flock. The diseased have ye not 
strengthened, neither have ye healed 
that which was sick, neither have ye 
bound up that which was broken, 
neither have ye brought again that 
which was driven away, neither have 
ye sought that which was lost; but 
with force and with cruelty have ye 
ruled them.” No wonder Paul said, 
“Woe be unto me if I preach not the 
gospel.” 

The shepherd (the pastor) is not 
sent to boss, drive, and throw stones, 
but to lead and point out the way, first 
examining the bridge himself before 
rushing the herd across. In 1 Peter 
5:3, we read, “Neither as being lords 


over God’s heritage, but being en- 


samples to the flock.” In John 10:4, 


Jesus said, “And when he putteth forth 
his own sheep, he goeth before them, 
and the sheep follow him: for they 
know his voice.” Would you think it 
very enjoyable should you go to feed 
a herd of sheep and they refuse to 
eat, as if to say, “I want what I want 
or nothing”? Well, that is how the pas- 
tor is often treated. Some sniff and 
snort until they have their way, or 
almost tear up the church trying, say- 
ing they know best, that they have 
been there longest. That will tie the 
shepherd’s hands, and one who does 
this is as guilty in God’s sight as a 
black wolf. If they had known best, 
God would not have called and chosen 
a shepherd. “And if a man also strive 
for masteries, yet is he not crowned, 
except_he strive lawfully,” 2 Tim. 2:5. 
Trying to lead the shepherd is not 
lawful, for nowhere in God’s Word do 
we find the sheep leading the shep- 
herd. Maybe that’s the reason some 
churches do not prosper any more 
than they do. What sheep would dare 
defy God’s plan? Sometimes less dic- 
tating to the pastor and more praying 
and obeying will accomplish more, for 
he is the one God has called, chosen, 
and anointed to lead the flock, and 
he needs our help and cooperation. 

An idle shepherd has a woe upon 
him: ‘Woe to the idol shepherd that 
leaveth the flock! the sword shall be 
upon his arm, and upon his right 
eye: his arm shall be clean dried up, 
and his right eye shall be utterly 
darkened,” Zech. 11:17. I think Paul 
gave us the most wonderful challenge 
when he said, “Woe be unto me if I 
preach not the gospel.” And in 2 Tim. 
4:2-4 he said, “Preach the word; be 
instant in season, out of season; re- 
prove, rebuke, exhort with all long- 
suffering and «doctrine. For the time 
will come when they will not endure 
sound doctrine; but after their own 
lusts shall they heap to themselves 
teachers, having itching ears; and 
they shall turn away their ears from 
the truth, and shall be turned unto 
fables. But watch thou in all things, 
endure afflictions, do the work of an 
evangelist, make full proof of thy 
ministry.” God help us to carefully 
take heed to this message. PREACH 
THE WORD, SEEK THE LOST, FEED 
THE HUNGRY, COMFORT THE 
BROKEN-HEARTED, and be the shep- 
herds to receive the crown at the 
end of the way, “when the chief shep- 
herd shall appear,” and “receive a 
crown of glory that fadeth not away.”

Our Great High Priest 


W. D. POLEN, AVERA, MISS. 


Text: “Seeing then that we have a 
great high priest, that is passed into 
the heavens, Jesus the Son of God, 
let us hold fast our profession. For 
we have not an high priest which can 
not be touched with the feeling of 
our infirmities; but was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet without 
sin. Let us therefore come boldly unto 
the throne of grace that we may ob- 
tain mercy, and find grace to help in 
time of need,” Heb. 4:14-16. 

In time past God spoke to His people 
in different ways by the prophets, 
but in these last days God speaks to 
us by His Son. The last days began 
with the first coming of Jesus Christ, 
and will end with His second coming 
to earth with His saints, to set up 
His thousand-year reign of peace. 

I should like to compare our great 
High Priest with the angels, with 
Moses, and with the Aaronic priest- 
hood. Jesus Christ is better than the 
angels in that He is the Son of God, 
the brightness of His glory, the ex- 
press image of His person; and Christ 
upholds all things by His words. Our 
High Priest has a better name than 
the angels, for unto which of the 
angels said He at any time, “Thou art 
my Son; this day have I begotten 
thee”? Then, too, God is the Father 
of our Lord Jesus Christ. At the birth 
of Jesus, all the angels worshiped 
Him. The angels are ministering spir- 
its, but the Son of Ged is to reign 
on His throne forever. 

Jesus Christ, our blessed High 
Priest, is better than Moses in that 
He who buildeth the house is of more 
glory than the house. Moses was faith- 
ful in all his work as a servant, but 
Christ was faithful as the Son of 
God, our Sacrifice for sin. 

Our blessed Redeemer is also better 
than the Aaronic priesthood in that 
the priest of the Aaronic priesthood 
was taken from among men, and or- 
dained of men, that he might offer 
sacrifices for the sins of man; but 
Christ was the only begotten Son of 
God, a heavenly priest, who offered 
not earthly sacrifices, but entered into 
the holy of holies with His own blood 
as an eternal sacrifice for our sins 
once and for all. 

In the first covenant there were 
ordinances of divine service and a 
worldly sanctuary. There was a tab- 
ernacle made with hands, wherein 
was the candlestick, the table, and 
the shewbread, which was called the 
sanctuary. After the second veil, there 
was the tabernacle which is called 
the holiest of all. The tabernacle had 
the golden censer and the ark of the 
covenant, which was overlaid with 
gold. In the ark were the pot of man- 
na, Aaron’s rod that budded, and the 
tables upon which were written -the 
commandments of God. This was an 
earthly tabernacle, made with hands, 
into which the high priest entered 
alone, once every year, with blood 
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which he offered for himself and for 
the sins of the people. 

But Christ was called of God; not 
carnal; not made after the law, for 
the law was not perfect in that it was 
a schoolmaster to bring us to Christ. 
Christ is better than the law in that 
He is holy, harmless, undefiled, sep- 
arate from sinners, and is lifted up 
higher than the heavens. 

The priest of the earthly priesthood 
first offered sacrifices for himself, 
then for the sins of the people, every 
year. These priests offered up the 
blood of bulls and goats, which could 
not take away sin; but Jesus Christ, 
our great High Priest, is eternal, with- 
out beginning or end—a Priest forever. 
Christ has an unchangeable priest- 
hood. He offered not a sacrifice for 
Himself, but, as our High Priest, He 
offered Himself for the sins of the 
people once and for all. “For Christ 
is not: entered into the holy places 
made with hands, which are the fig- 
ures of the true; but into heaven itself, 
now to appear in the presence of God 
for us; nor yet that he should offer 
himself often, as the high priest en- 
tereth into the holy place every year 
with blood of others: for then must 
he often have suffered since the 
foundation of the world: but now once 
in the end of the world hath he ap- 
peared to put away sin by the sacri- 
fice of himself,” Heb. 9:24-26. 
“Wherefore he is able to save them 
to the uttermost that come unto God 
by him, seeing he ever liveth to make 
intercession of them,” Heb. 7:25. “So 
Christ was once offered to bear the 
sins of many; and unto them that 
look for him shall he appear the 
second time without sin unto salva- 
tion,” Heb. 9:28. “For the Lord him- 
self shall descend from heaven with 
a shout, with the voice of the arch- 
angel, and with the trump of God: 
and the dead in Christ shall rise 
first: then we which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up together 
with them in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air: and so shall we ever 
be with the Lord,” 1 Thess. 4:16, 17. 
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Seeing then that we have such a 


great High Priest, let us continue 
in the faith and calling wherewith 
God has called us to labor for Him. * 
Let us not be as the children of Is- 
rael, who, because of unbelief, fell by 
the wayside, and were made to travel 
through the wilderness for forty years. 
“Wherefore seeing we are also com- 
passed about with so great a cloud of 
witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, 
and the sin which doth so easily be- 
set us, and let us run with patience 
the race that is set before us, looking @ 
unto Jesus the author and finisher 
of our faith; who for the joy that was 
set before him endured the cross, de- 
a the shame, and is set down at 
the right hand of the throne of God,” 
Heb. 12:1, 2. “Seeing then that we 
have a great high priest, that is 
passed into the heavens, Jesus the 
Son of God, let us hold fast our pro- 
fession. For we have not an gh 
priest which cannot be touched with 
the feeling of our infirmities; but was 
in all — tempted like as we are, 
yet without sin. Let us therefore come 
boldly unto the throne of grace, that 
we may obtain mercy, and find grace 
to help in time of need,” Heb. 4:14-16. 
In closing let me say, may we con- 
tinue in love and doing the will of God. 
“For verily he took not on him the 
nature of angels; but he took on him 
the seed of Abraham. Wherefore in all 
things it behoved him to be made like 
unto his brethren, that he might be 
a merciful and faithful high priest 
in things pertaining to God, to make 
reconciliation for the sins of the peo-@ 
ple. For in that he himself hath suf- 
fered being tempted, he is able to suc- 
cour them that are tempted,” Heb. 
2:16-18. “But, beloved, we are per- 
suaded better things of you, and 
things that accompany salvation, 
though we thus speak. For God is not 
unrighteous to forget your work and 
labour of love, which ye have shewed 
toward his name, in that ye have 
ministered to the saints, and do min- 
ister. And we desire that every one of 
you do shew the same diligence to 
the full assurance of hope unto the 
end: that ye be not slothful, but fol- 
lowers of them who through faith 
and patience inherit the promises,” 
Heb. 6:9-12. “There remaineth there- 
fore a rest to the people of God,” Heb. 
4:9. May the Lord bless you is my 
prayer.

THE UNPARDONABLE SIN

When a person says he has sinned 
away his day of grace or has com- 
mitted the unpardonable sin, first ask 
him to explain what he means by 
such a statement. He may say that 
he has sinned so grievously, wilfully, 
and persistently against light and 
knowledge that there is no further 
hope for him. Why does he say such? 
He usually will tell you that he heard 
a preacher say, “God said, My Spirit 
shall not always strive with man,” and 
because he has sinned so grievously 
and turned away the pleadings of the 

oly Ghost that God will not strive 

ith him any more. Then, he should 
be given the true interpretation of 
this scripture (Gen. 6:3). 

Sure, God did say that His ‘Spirit 
would not always strive with man, but 
to whom was God talking? about 
whom was He speaking? and in what 
period of time did God say these 
words? Let us consider the entire third 
verse of the sixth chapter of Genesis. 
God was speaking words of warning 
to the antediluvian civilization that 
had corrupted themselves to the place 
where the very imagination of the 
thoughts of their hearts was on evil 
continually. We find that in verse five 
of the same chapter. Let us read care- 
fully the entire third verse, “And the 
Lord said, My spirit shall not always 
strive with man, for that he also is 
flesh: yet his days shall be an hun- 
dred and twenty years.” The last part 
of this verse is the key to the real 
meaning of the entire verse. In verse 
thirteen we read these words, “And 
God said unto Noah, The end of all 
flesh is come before me; for the earth 
is filled with violence through them; 
and, behold, I will destroy them with 
he earth,” speaking of the flood. 

erse seven, “And the Lord said, I 
will destroy man whom I have created 
from the face of the earth; both man, 
and beast, and the creeping thing, and 
the fowls of the air; for it repenteth 
me that I have made them.” In verse 
three, God tells us that man also is 
lesh, that His Spirit will not always 

ive with him, and that in 120 years 

e was going to destroy man by a 
flood, just as He has said that if 
we, who live today, fail to repent, we 
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will be cast into the lake that burns 
with fire and brimstone. 

Let us look at a few scriptures to 
prove that God will receive those who 
come to Him repenting. 1 John 1:9, 
“If we confess our sins, he is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and 
to cleanse us from all unrighteous- 
ness.” Prov. 28:13, “He that covereth 
his sins shall not prosper: but whoso 
confesseth and forsaketh them shall 
have mercy.” Luke 19:10, “For the Son 
of man is come to seek and to save 
that which was lost.” Consider this 
verse. If you are without God, then 
you are lost. And, if you are lost, God 
is seeking for you. If God is seeking 
for you, surely He will save you. That 
is plain enough, isn’t it? John 6:37, 
“All that the Father giveth me shall 
come to me; and him that cometh to 
me I will in no wise cast out.” Rom. 
10:13, “For whosoever shall call upon 
the name of the Lord shall be saved.” 
These scriptures show us that Jesus 
will receive all that will come to Him 
confessing, repenting, and believing. 
Therefore, don’t let the devil tell 
you that you can’t be saved. If you 
are convicted and have a desire to 
be saved, you can be if you will meet 





the conditions—confess, repent, and 
believe. Don’t listen to the devil, for he 
would have you believe a lie and be 
damned. 

However, do not put off till tomor- 
row what you can do today. If you 
neglect and put off and fail to heed 
the calling of the Holy Spirit, then, 
just as the antediluvians were de- 
stroyed in the flood of God’s wrath 
because they failed to heed the warn- 
ings of Noah, so will you wake up in 
hell if you neglect and put off your 
soul’s salvation until death overtakes 
you and you are called into the pres- 
ence of God unsaved. The minister 
stresses the need of salvation today 
or tonight because we are not prom- 
ised tomorrow. So it is very important 
that you seek God now. But if you 
have neglected your soul’s salvation, 
don’t let the devil make you think you 
can’t be saved or that you have sealed 
your doom. You can be saved. Seek 
God now. Remember these words, 
“For God so loved the world, that he 
gave his only begotten Son, that who- 
soever believeth in him should not 
perish, but have everlasting life. For 
God sent not his Son into the world 
to condemn the world; but that the 
world through him might be saved.” 








WHY I CAME TO LEE COLLEGE

My uncle in Washington, D. C., wrote 
to my parents and told them he would 
get me work if I would come out East. 
Seeing no chance of bettering myself 
at home, I decided to go. I went to 
work with my cousin in a very large 
department store. I didn’t like it, so 
I came home. 

Upon reaching home, I thought it 
a wise move to join the Illinois Na- 
tional Guard. I also worked for my 
father, who is in the cab business. 
After a few months at this, I decided 
it was no place or business for me.

Moses had at least one of the es- 
sential qualities of a good leader, and 
that was that he was a good follower. 
We must first learn to obey those 
who have the rule over us if we are 
to be good leaders ourselves. God told 
Moses to take inventory of his physi- 
cal assets. What a pitiful lack of 
material wealth was reported unto 
God—“I have only a rod.” 

We are prone sometimes to look on 
the outward appearance rather than 
on the heart, but God saw the possi- 
bilities in Moses and was testing him 
to see if he would comply with His 
command without remonstrating. 
There was a famous Indian chief 
whose name was Chief Kiutus Tecum- 
seh, a full-blooded Indian from 
the State of Washington. He owned 
a vast orchard and grew those de- 
licious “Skookum” apples. He was a 
highly educated man, having gradu- 
ated from two great universities. 
There were two women in conversa- 
tion on a train on which he was a 
passenger. He overheard a few words 
that attracted his attention. One wom- 
an said, “That man is an Indian 
chief.” After a bit the lady sat down 
by his side and asked him, “Heap 
big chief speakee English?” After a 
period of amused silence in which the 
lady, by various signs, endeavored to 
converse with him, he uttered, to her 
amazement, “Madam, I admit my vo- 
cabulary is extremely limited, but I 
hope after a few more years of dili- 
gent effort and persistent study, to 
be able to carry on a legitimate con- 
versation.” Needless to say, she was 
utterly confounded. From all outward 
appearances he was just another il- 
literate Indian, but stored in his head 
was many years of study. 

Moses was all that God needed if 
he would just yield unto Him. Moses 
obeyed when God told him to cast the 
rod on the ground (it became a ser- 
pent), even though he was a bit 
afraid when God told him to grab it 
— tail. He obeyed, and it became a 
rod. 

What do you have today? If this 
uestion were put to many persons, 
they would begin to murmur and 
complain of the hard times they are 
having, and that they do not have the 
opportunities others have. Lincoln 
made good his opportunities and be- 
came president. We are living in the 
greatest age the world has ever known 
—marvelous inventions, freedom of 
worship and speech, free schoolbooks, 
free school lunches in many places, 
and the power of God as at no other 
time since the Master empowered the 
apostle Paul. 

Moses léd the children out of 
Egypt, and God was with them to sup- 
ply their every need—food, water, etc., 
and their shoes and clothing never 
waxed old.
